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The Holstein-Friesian Show Herd 


By RAY C. KLUSSENDORI 


HE breeder who makes a practic if showing yea) 
7 after year realizes that one of the first essentials in 

producing show animals that can win is to have thi 
calves dropped so that they will get the benefit of all the 
growth possible within their class. That means have you 
February 1st or August 
ist as is conveniently possible. If they are dropped 
month, or two months, or even three months later they 
will be forced to Overcome the advantage thus given to 
other calves dropped nearer the age limit. And the 
calf does have an advantage, because it is much mot! 
satisfactory to a judge to award the blue to a calf which 
has excellent development at the age limit than to a 
calf of equal excellence which still has two or thr 
months in which to develop before it is really comparable 
with the older calf. 

Cows in the milking classes present a problem all their 
own. Some cows show best just before calving, others 
show best after they have been milking for some time. 
Oceasionally it will be possible to have a cow calve for 
your most important fair, but if a circuit of fairs is to be 
covered it is seldom advisable to carry a cow dry all fall 
just to have her at her best for one show, unless, she is 
good enough to win at the previous shows without being 
at her best. There is a growing feeling 
that 


show calves dropped as soon afte} 


olde 


among judges 
cows are bred and raised to produce milk, and should 
be producing at the time they are shown. If your cow 
is to show in milk at a series of fairs she will do better 
if allowed to calve at home and rest for three or four 
weeks before starting on the circuit. 

Animals that are to be shown as calves must be kept 
going all of the time. In this day of specialization the 
“calf club boy” and the “calf man’ on the large dairy 
farm keep their pets growing at such a rate that to have 
a calf sick for a week is a decided drawback. A Holstein- 
Friesian calf with the strong bone and rugged frame that 
goes with compiete health will have a decided advantage 
over the dainty calf that goes off feed easily. With 
another year’s growth the difference will be less marked, 
unless the daintiness is carried to a point where it shows 
a lack of constitutional vigor. A two-year-old that is 
refined may never have been sick, but be naturally 
delicate. 

The Art of Selecting 

The selection of show cattle is an art which somé 
breeders seem to possess instinctively and others seem 
never to acquire. It is almost impossible to lay down all 
the rules governing selection. Such terms as straight top, 
square rump, teat placement, breed character, etc. have 
definite meaning, but they are not complete descriptions, 
and the good showman “selects” his prospective winners 
and then verifies his selection by checking up the various 
points of the score card. This does not mean that he 
selects in absolute disregard of the score card, but rather 
that he has his ideal characteristics so well correlated in 
his mind that he strikes a balance instinctively from 





his general survey, and checks up later point by point 
to be sure that nothing has been overlooked. 
The Show Herd Menu 

Assuming that he cattle hav been properly bred, 
grown out, and selected, the point upon which most stress 
should be placed in fitting is the feeding. Feeding is not 
merely a matter of throwing the grain mixture into the 
manger. The good feeder studies his cattle, knows how 
rapidly they can be put into good condition without going 
stale, and realizes before the crash comes that he is near- 
ing the danger point For this reason it is important 
that feeding begin early. four to six weeks before the 
first show, so there is time to learn to know the cattle. 
It is also important that the amount of grain fed at one 
time be small, and for this 


reason we teed three times 
a day. This is true even though the same animal was 
shown the previous year, for she may be growing rapidly 
one year, and merely storing fat the next. The combina- 
tion of feeds is not inelastic, in fact each herdsman is 
likely to have a pet mixture which he swears by, and 
vet many achieve practically ideal condition. 

A gocd mixture should be simple enough so that it 
can be duplicated at almost any fair, if it becomes neces- 
sary. Feeds that are almost universally available are oats, 
corn or hominy, wheat bran, and linseed oil meal, and very 
satisfactory combinations of these four 
made up. The oats is more palatable if coarse ground, 
rolled or crimped than if fine ground, partly because 
there is less tendency to form a paste when moistened, 
but also because it requires 


grains can be 


a heavier oats to make a 
good looking rolled or crimped oat. Hominy is preferable 
to ground corn, and much better for Holsteins than 
cracked corn. There is less tendency on the part of 
hominy to, produce excessive body heat during July, 
August, and September, even though the analysis of the 
two feeds is about the same. Wheat bran is a standard 
product. but there are different grades, and some, of 
course, are better than others. Linseed oil meal is also 
a standard product, the grade depending upon the fat 
content. Some Holstein men have tried feeding pea 
size oil meal, and are very enthusiastic about it, but it 
is a product that can not be obtained in ail towns 

A good combination of these grains to use as a base 
ration is 200 lb. crimped oats, 200 lb. wheat bran, 100 Ib. 
hominy, and 100 lb. oil meal. Occasionally it will be 
advisable to feed a little more hominy to a very thin 
animal, or a little more oil meal to a cow with dry hair 
and a heavy hide. For the most part the mixture can be 
safely fed by simply varying the amount with the size and 
condition of the animals. 

Salt, steamed bone meal, and charcoal are substances 
that are often added to the grain mixture, while other 
feeders prefer to feed these substances separately. 

If this grain mixture is fed with soaked beet pulp it 
will be a palatable mixture in almost every case. Oc- 
casionally a cow will insist on eating the grain and the 
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beet pulp separately, or may even object to beet pulp, 
but in such cases she can usually be brought over to the 
standard mixture by putting in a very little of the beet 
pulp at first and slowly increasing the amount. If the 
beet pulp is soaked in water which contains enough black- 
strap molasses to give a distinct flavor to the mixture 
it will often help. Two gallons of molasses should flavor 
a bag of beet pulp, and from this you can compute the 
amount of molasses needed each time you soak beet pulp. 
It is important that the beet pulp be mixed fresh at least 
once a day during the summer, as it ferments rapidly 
in warm weather, and may cause a lot of scouring if 
allowed to stand for several days. Enough water should 
be used to dissolve this molasses so that the entire mass 
of beet pulp is thoroughly wet. After the beet pulp and 
dry grain are mixed enough water may be added to have 
the mixture thoroughly damp. A sloppy grain mixture is 
not to be recommended, although sometimes ‘it may be 
used to increase the amount of water consumed. 

This brings us to the matter of watering the cattle. 
If during the fitting period the animals are watered from 
pails or buckets there will be less danger of their refusing 
water the first few days away from home. If the animal 
has been watered from a pail at home, and still refuses 
water when taken from her regular supply she can often 
be tempted by putting in just a little molasses to cover 
up any foreign flavor or odor that she may detect. It 
will be noted that cattle having access to drinking cups 
at home drink heavily as soon as they finish eating grain, 
and with this in mind we always offer water immediately 
after each grain feed, and give the hay immediately after 
the water. For the show circuit with its weekly change 
of water a good grade of mixed hay is preferable to 
either alfalfa or clover as a steady diet, though we like 
to change the hay as often as possible, because usually 
the grade is not of the best, and the cattle tire very 
readily if they are fed the same hay every feed. In ex- 
tremely hot weather water may be appreciated the last 
thing at night. We like to limit the amount of water given 
at one time, and have the cattle drink a little at frequent 
intervals. Two pails of water three times a day is more 
than most cows will drink regularly, and so we seldom 
give more than two pails at a time. When filling for the 
show a little extra is usually given, but it should be 
warmed somewhat, to reduce the danger of chilling the 
cow. 

Bringing Out The Bloom 

Next to feeding, the grooming is probably one of the 
most important considerations in the active process of 
fitting. Brushing should be a daily performance through- 
out the fitting period as well as throughout the show 
season. It does things to the hide and hair that nothing 
else seems to accomplish. Using first a fairly stiff bristle 
brush and then a fine hair brush gives the hide a treat- 
ment which brings away the dirt, scurf, and dandruff, at 
the same time stimulating the circulation so that the hide 
is well nourished and takes on that soft, loose pliability 
that is essential. When coupled with a degree of fat 
which shows that the animal is in the pink of condition 
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we get that smooth, sleek, well-kept appearance th 
universally known as bloom. “ 

Blanketing is often an attempt to reduce the amo 
of grooming necessary, but, while it is a great aid cc 
a poor substitute. If the animal is brushed thoroughly 
to remove loose dirt, and to stimulate circulation and nd 
then covered with a blanket to keep the dirt off and to 
prevent flies from annoying the cow so that she is Sovend 
to protect herself by setting her hair on end the results 
are very pleasing. For this purpose a light cotton blanket 
is very good, but not serviceable, so duck blankets are 
more commonly used. If a very thin cotton blanket ig 
pinned or sewed under the duck it combines the effect 
of the cotton cover and the service of the duck. Some 
firms put out a lined duck blanket, but these are usually 
so heavy that cows wearing them through the hot weather 
suffer because of them.. A fine woolen blanket is even 
better than cotton, but much more expensive, and no more 
serviceable. The coarse army blankets which are cheap 
enough to be used for this purpose are not much good 
as they have a tendency to make the tips of the hairs 
turn up, whereas they should lie flat. Sometimes an 
animal with a heavy hide is treated to a “sweat” in an 
attempt to relieve this condition. If the fitting period is 
long enough, and the animal is brushed well daily those 
possessing any quality will not need a sweat. If an 
animal is to be added on short notice sweating may help 
and by applying a little oil under the heavy blanket some 
softening of the hide may be secured. 

The Weekly Shampoo 

It has become an established practice to wash Hol- 
steins before each show day, and so it is well to get them 
accustomed to it before leaving home. The first washing 
should be given on a warm, bright day early in the fitting 
season. Much dirt can be washed out in this way that 
would be brushed out only after many days. This washing 
may be repeated as there is time and the need for it. A 
soap for this work that is gaining many friends each year 
is the so-called hard water castile (Kirk’s Hard Water 
Yocoa Castile). It lathers well in hard cold water, cleanses 
the hair and hide thoroughly, and carries enough cocoa- 
nut oil to leave the hair and hide in very good condition. 
Ivory soap has been used extensively, as have several 
kinds of soft soap, and even the cheaper grades of liquid 
shampoo used in the barber shops. After the cattle have 
been washed it is advisable to put a clean cotton or 
woolen blanket on so that the grease and dirt from the 
regular blanket will not stain the wet hair. The switch 
should be washed daily during the fitting period as well 
as over the show circuit because it is seldom that a tail 
does not show some staining, and removing this stain is a 
laborious process. Blueing may be added to the water 
to help in the bleaching, but if too much is added the tail 
is dyed, and looks much worse than with the natural 
stain. 

Learning The Signals 

The training of show animals is quite a task, and 
should begin early. If the animal is halter-broke the job 
is already well under way, as respect for the halter is the 
first requisite. The animal should be trained to move

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forward without being dragged out of her tracks, and 
she should stop at whatever signal you choose to teach 
her. These things are largely a matter of handling the 
cow often, so that she understands when you expect her 
to move forward and when you want her to stop. Most 
well-trained animals seem to appreciate the fact that they 
jook their best when the head is up, the ears erect, eyes 
sparkling, and the back straight. If they can be trained 
to assume this position for short periods under surround- 
ings to which they are thoroughly accustomed they will 
hold it for much longer periods under the excitement and 
newness of the show ring. A well trained animal will 
start at a very slight signal, just a syllable or a light 
quiver of the lead strap. One of the hardest things to 
teach an animal is to use short steps. The awkwardness 
of untrained animals is largely due to the fact that in 
starting and stopping they pull themselves all out of 
shape, and it is a real effort to get them straightened 
out again. If the animal is trained to walk slowly, short 
steps are likely to come without much special work, and 
the animal will be more certain to come to a stop in a 
normal position. Frequent starting and stopping also get 
the animal in a mood to stop with the feet well placed, as 
there is no comfort in standing with the weight unevenly 
distributed. 
The Bovine Manicure 

A point to remember in this connection is that an 
animal cannot walk or even stand correctly unless the 
feet are in proper condition. The feet should stand flat 
on the ground, and not have the tips turned up, or the 
edges rolled under. The proper length and position are 
known to all, but getting a bad pair of feet trimmed down 
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to these dimensions involves a lot of physical effort. A 
two inch wood chisel and a mallet may be used to ad- 
vantage without taking. the foot off the ground. Some 
animals will permit their feet to be placed upon a plank 
box about six or eight inches high, and if this can be 
done with just the point resting on the box the excessive 
growth underneath can also be removed with the chisel. 
A farrier’s knife is a handy piece of equipment for this 
work, also. Throwing a cow is seldom necessary in order 
to trim her feet. but a good set of hobbles and a veterin- 
arian’s help may be appreciated on many bulls. Care 
should besused not to cut into the quick, that is to draw 
blood. The loss of blood is not likely to be important, 
but the foot will be very tender for a while, and it may 
become infected. Experience is the only good teacher 
and by starting on the younger animals and gradually 
working up to the larger ones, and finally to the mis- 
shapen feet too common in cows that are stabled most of 
the time, and on the bulls that cannot exercise freely 
ability to trim feet can be developed as needed. Or, if 
your bull is not easily handled get your veterinarian to 
throw him and show you how to recognize the danger 
line in trimming. Then go ahead and trim the rest. It 
is well to get the feet trimmed about a month before the 
first fair so that any tenderness or lameness that might 
develop will have a chance to correct itself.

Some day when you feel rather blue, and wonder 
whether or not your show prospects can win anything in 
hot competition just drag out the old clipping machine, 
and trim up the heads and tails. It is surprising what an

A Project For Breed Improvement Through 
Better Sires 


Connecticut Breeders Planning Definite Action 
Resume of Address of J. A. SIMMS, Conn. 


Editor’s Note: At the recent annual meeting of the Con- 
necticut Holstein-Friesian Association, Prof. J. A. Simms, 
Assistant Dairy Specialist at Connecticut Agricultural College, 
presented a plan for developing and extending the use 
of proven sires as the most promising method of breed 
improvement. His address made a profound impression and 
the Board of Directors of the Connecticut Association is now 
giving serious consideration to methods of putting his sugges- 
tions into effect upon a state-wide basis. Following is a 
resume of Mr. Simms’ address, outlining the details of his 
suggested plan. Its further development will be watched with 
interest. 


HAT high grades are already the equal of the aver- 
fi age pure bred from a producing standpoint is shown 

in circular 26 of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, where 29,397 pure bred and 71,745 grade 
cows of all breeds are compared. The pure bred pro- 
duced a little more milk and butterfat, but at a feed cost, 
11% higher for milk and 13% higher for butterfat. 

If pure breds are to continue to be of material benefit 
to owners of the better grade herds, the average produc- 
tion of the pure breds must be considerably raised. Selec- 
tion of breeding stock as practiced in the past has not 
been particularly effective. 

Holsteins will breed true, or practically so, for color 
(black and white) and horns, but show great variability 
in capacity for production. The job of the breeder is to 
produce animals that will breed true for high production. 

I believe the only method of considerable promise is 
to work toward the formation of pure lines through prog- 
eny tests. There is no definite experimental work with 
dairy cattle proving that lines pure for high production 
can be produced. Progeny testing is effective in produc- 
ing pure lines in numerous plants and smaller animals, 
however, and it is unreasonable to believe that it will not 
be equally effective when applied to dairy cattle. 


Witness the poultry improvement at the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College. The average production per 
bird was raised from 114 to 200 eggs per year without any 
introduction of outside heavier laying strains. Selection 
of breeding stock from occasional heavy layers had 
proved to be disappointing as a means of improvement 


before the selection of males and females on progeny test- 
Ing was started. 


Cows can rarely be proved through the progeny test, 
because they have too few offspring. Our efforts then 
must be concentrated on proven sires. Continued use of 
proven sires can be expected to produce strains in which 
all animals carry only the factors making for high pro- 
duction. Young bulls selected from such strains will not 
have to be proved. 

Breeders of pure bred dairy cattle should use proven 
sires, only, as far as possible. In selecting young sires 
to be proved, stress should be put on the concentration 
of the blood of proven sires rather than on records of the 
cows and selected records of daughters of the bulls 
appearing in the pedigree. Average production of all 
daughters, rather than production of selected daughters, 
must be considered in proving sires. A grave weakness 
in Advanced Registry is that bulls are rated on the pro- 
duction of a few daughters, rather than on the average 
production of all of their daughters. 

A definite plan is needed for proving and using sires 
in the herds owned by members of your association. Per- 
haps the following suggestions can be of some value in 
working out such a plan: 

1. A sire approval committee shall be appointed to 
cerry aut the plan. 

2. Determine through suitable records (as A. R., Herd 
Improvement Association, etc.) average production of all 
available daughters and their dams, of herd sires owned 
by members. 

3. Rate bulls according to: 

a. Average production of daughters. 
b. Comparison of daughter-dam averages. 

4. Keep unproved sires now in use until proved, 
through exchange or otherwise. 

5. Make all outstandingly good bulls (based on daugh- 
ter’s production) available for outside service to members’ 
cows not to exceed twenty-five services per year. Best 
cows only to be bred to such bulls. 

6. Select young bulls for future sires which are sired 
by proven sires. Prove as many as possible through use 
in grade herds before using in pure bred herds. 


7. Members agree to buy and sell their herd sires only 
on the advice and consent of the sire approval committee. 
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BROOKHOLM INKA

tinguished citizens and is famous also for his Hol- 
stein breeding establishment at Vaudreuil, Que. 

Senator Raymond is a son of the Province of Quebec, 
and one of Canada’s leading financiers. Although extreme- 
ly busy owing to the diversified nature of his many finan- 
cial undertakings, he finds time to take an active interest 
in Raymondale Farm. Senator Raymond has done con- 
siderable good for the breed not only in Quebec but 
throughout the Dominion. It was in 1910 that he first 
became interested in farming, when he purchased a farm 
at Dorval, near Montreal. The first vear only race horses, 
another pet hobby of Senator Raymond, were kept. Two 
years later a number of French Canadian cattle were pur- 
chased, but they were kept only for a very short period. 
In 1913 a start was made with Holsteins, and in 1915 the 
cattle were transferred to Vaudreuil. ‘The buildings at 
Vaudreuil are modern in every particular, and have many 
features of special interest. 

In 1913 four registered two-year-old heifers and one 
bull were purchased from the Woodcrest Farms, Rifton, 
N. Y., also four females from Dr. L. de L. Harwood. The 
bull was a failure, but the females turned out good. In 
1914 Korndyke Queen De Kol 6th was purchased from 
Stevens Bros., Lacona, N. Y. This cow was perhaps one 
of the best things purchased to start on as she afterwards 
made over 37 lbs. of butter with 781 lbs..of milk. Laier 
on two sons of this cow were used in the herd. The sons 
were Pontiac Korndyke Raymondale and King Korndyke 
Raymondale, the last mentioned was later sold to R. W. 
EK. Burnaby. Raymondale was very much in need of a 
sire and it was decided to try and purchase Avondale 
Pontiac Echo, son of May Echo Sylvia. This they did at 
Mr. Hardy’s sale and shortly after this they purchased 
a half interest in Pontiac Korndyke Het Loo, and from 
then on these two sires were used. In 1918 Avondale Pon- 
tiac Echo was sold to the Carnation Milk Farms, and a 
vear or so later 19 of his daughters were sold to this same 
company, along with several daughters of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke Het Loo. After this sale it was decided to use a son 
of Avon out of Korndyke Queen De Kol 6th, also a son 
of Pontiac Korndyke Het Loo, as in 1921 Pontiac Korn- 
dyke Het Loo was sold to John Lumsden of Ottawa. In 
1921 Dixie started out making her records, the first one 
being 32,631 lbs. of milk with 1.439 lbs. of butter. The 
second record was started on this cow on the 28th of 
June, 1922, and was carried throughout strictly official, 
finishing with 1,686.52 lbs. of butter and 33,477.3 lbs. of 
milk. On a semi-official she made 1,729.5 lbs. of butter 
with 33,529 lbs. of milk. After the completion of Dixie’s 
great record Raymondale Farm repurchased De Kol Plus

Milking 841 Lbs. a Week 


Robinsdale Gertrude Colantha

is now running strong in her first ma- 
ture lactation.

She is one of 
the great foundation cows at Quon- 
quont Stock Farm, Whately, Mass. 
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Saving Proven Sires 


HERE probably has never been a time in the history 
7 of our breed when the subject of proven sires has 

been given as wide consideration by breeders as is 
the case right now. The Bureau of Dairying has been 
preaching it for years with a cumulative mass of data 
growing up to substantiate this contention that the best 
proof of what a sire will produce is what he has already 
produced. The Bureau finds, from its studies, that 70% 
of the sires that bring real improvement through produc- 
tion are slaughtered before their merit is known. 

This is an appalling loss because the percentage of 
sires that can be classed as breed improvers is not large. 

Many breeders prefer to use a young bull of promising 
breeding for various reasons, ineluding lack of facilities 
for caring for an aged bull with safety. the occasional slow 
and uncertain breeding of old bulls, difficulties of mating 
with heifers, etc., and, of course, we could have no proven 
sires unless someone gave these young bulls an oppor- 
tunity. 

It is important,- however, that some means be found to 
extend the opportunities and years of usefulness of many 
very desirable sires now going to slaughter before their 
worth is known. The Connecticut Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation is adopting this work as a major project, as out- 
lined in one of the feature articles this week. We com- 
mend their efforts, which we are sure will be watched 
with keen interest by their fellow breeders in other 
states. : 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America has re- 
cognized this situation in their new system of Bronze, Sil- 
ver and Gold Medal awards for sires of demonstrated 
merit. This system of medal awards was designed primar- 
ily to assist the small breeder who has a sire that is get- 
ting the right results but who is not in a position to demon- 
strate it through official testing, showing, etc., in a way 
that the public will appreciate. Any sire that is good 
enough to be rated Bronze or Silver medal, based on the 
type of the daughters he is siring, is a bull that is good 
enough for preservation and use just as long as he is 
serviceable. The real test of the new system for recog- 
nition of proven sires will depend upon the use that is 
made of it by the smaller breeders. The larger and better 
advertised herds are able to take care of themselves, in 
any event, but have been quick to see the merit in this 
new Association plan. 


Congratulations, Mr. Dent 


NNOUNCEMENT' is made by the Holstein-Friesian 
A Association of Canada that Springbank Snow Coun- 
tess, owned by T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ont., has just 
finished a yearly record in Record of Performance of 24,707 
Ibs. milk, 1391.25 lbs. butter. In itself a fine performance, 
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this record has added significance in connection with her 
previous four successive lactations, starting in two-year. 
old form, which now give her the highest honors for three 
four and five years of any cow of any breed. This is her 
third yearly record and her third consecutive record above 
1,300 lbs. butter, her two previous lactations each crossing 
the 1,400-lb. mark and her last three lactations, being her 
only three thus far in mature form, average exactly 1,400 
Ibs. butter. In addition, she has a three-year-old record of 
1,223.75 lbs. butter and a two-year-old record of 948.75 lbs 
butter, giving her a total in her first five lactations of ¢. 
372.50 lbs. butter, 116,967 lbs. milk Each one of the lacta- 
tions showing a test above 4%, the highest being her fifth 
record which was 4.5%.

fat under the present high mark for all breeds for six lag. 
tations. Her latest record, we are advised by Mr. Dent, was 
on three-times-a-day milking except for fourteen days when 
she was on official test, and she has carried a ealf 1% 
months of her year, being due to freshen again but seven 
weeks after finishing her year. Mr. Dent (in connection 
with his father, with whom he was associated for many 
years), has the honor likewise of having bred this great 
champion as well as developing her throughout all these 
vears of her great performance. 





More Names Suggested and Wanted 


OME weeks ago, it will be remembered that we asked 
S for suggestions as to what to call our Correspondence 
Department. This is the department of letters from 
readers discussing various problems in connection with the 
industry which we desire to make a more prominent part 
of the World in the future. We offered a reward of a 
year’s subscription to the World for the best suggestion 
of a title.

Blood Lines 


E— rush to the defense of the term “blood lines” as 

4 indicating family relationship, unscientific though 
it be. We are, in fact, somewhat amused at the 

length to which some of our scientific friends go in their 
efforts to discredit this particular terminology. One very 
readable book on breeding which recently reached our 
desk, describing itself as a “non-technical explanation of 
the fundamentals of heredity and production,’ devotes an 
entire chapter to an exposition of the incorrect use of 
“blood” or “blood lines’ to indicate relationship or inher- 
itance. So far as the general conception of the meaning 
of this term by breeders is concerned, we think it would 









be just as reasonable for an author to attack the use of 
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the expression “family tree’ as an implication that indi- 
yiduals thus referred to were actually full of sap. 

We shall, accordingly, continue to use the term “blood 
lines” in our occasional references to this subject in full 
confidence that our readers will understand its exact mean- 
‘n¢ and with no misconception as to what its literal inter- 
pretation may imply as to the mechanics of inheritance.

Dutchland Farms, Brockton, Mass The older of 
these two sires, Dutchland Colantha The Great, selected by 
Mr. Field and retained to head the Dutchland herd as the 
strongest bred Colantha bull of the breed, has already 
made an impressive record as a sire. His first daughter, 
q junior two-year-old, made a ten months’ record of over 
300 Ibs. butter and 20,000 Ibs. milk, her record never hav- 
ing yet been exceeded by any other heifer in her class for 
poth milk and fat. The second daughter, freshening <¢ 
thirty months of age, made 922 lbs. butter in the year with 
over 20,000 lbs. milk, and a third two-year-old in another 
herd, we understand, has also exceeded the 20,000-lb. mark 
for milk and the 800-lb. mark for butter. That he is com- 
pining type with production is demonstrated by the fact 
that his offspring won first in the Get of Sire class at the 
Brockton Fair last year in competition with some of the 
most successful show herds of the year. Several of his 
daughters have been first prize winners in the hot com- 
petition at this show. His popularity among the present 
generation of sires is shown by the fact that one of his 
sons topped the Blue Ribbon sale in 1927 at $3,600 and 
another son topped the National Sale at Milwaukee last 
June at $4,500. Over one-third of the females in the 
Dutchland herd today are his daughters. The other sire, 
Dutchland Creamelle Sir Denver, is the youngest son of 
the famous Dutchland Colantha Denver (1,315 lbs. butter), 
the highest record and best known daughter of Colantha 
Johanna Lad. She is proving to be one of the great pro- 
ducing dams of the breed of all time, two of her daughters 
having made a total of six 1,000-lb. butter records, while 
she has three great proven sires, one of which has sired 
more All-American show ring winners than any other sire 
of the breed. This bull, Dutchland Creamelle Denver 
Prince, is a full brother of Dutchland Creamelle Sir Den- 
ver as are the two daughters making six 1,000-lb. records, a 
showing not equalled by any other pair of full sisters of 
the breed. Dutchland Creamelle Sir Denver has no daugh- 
ters yet in milk but they are extremely promising from 
both a type and production standpoint. The bull, himself, 
has been quite successful in the show ring, both as a two- 
year-old and three-year-old at the Brockton Fair. Many of 
the choicest young things at Dutchland Farms today are 
sired by this bull. Both these great proven sires together 
with their offspring and the balance of the Dutchland 
Farms herd are to be sold at auction at the farm on June 
1. Dutchland Farms are entitled to a feeling of very par- 
donable pride not only in having bred both of these out- 
standing bulls, but also the sires and dams of both.

Howard Dorland Brown 


N April 2 occurred the death of Howard Brown, 16-

He was 
a faithful member and head usher of the West Winfield 
Baptist Church and president of the Christian Endeavor 
Society. He was in his second year at the Winfield High 
School. He is survived by his parents and two younger 
Sisters, and both grandmothers survive. The many

Oss. 
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Pure Bred Responsibility 


There are certain very definite responsibilities which 
the breeder of pure bred cattle should be willing to 
assume. However, too often these are not recognized or 
they are viewed with indifference. Those who do recog- 
nize these -responsibilities and are willing to cope with 
them are forging ahead most rapidly in the live stock 
business. 

The various breeds of pure bred cattle are the result 
of much careful thought and labor on the part of their 
founders. These men recognized the importance of effi- 
cient animal machines and set out to produce them. 
Through the process of a careful selection and mating 
they gradually eliminated undesirable characters and de- 
veloped highly specialized animals. It took an observing 
eye and keen judgment to make progress. A wrong step 
meant a sacrifice of much time and effort. They took the 
job seriously and enjoyed great satisfaction in success. 

These pioneer breeders probably worked with certain 
primary purposes in view. It might have been financial 
gain and glory or it might have been just the love of cre- 
ating something better in the animal world. Stories of 
lives of these pioneer breeders would indicate that the 
love for live stock was the great propelling force. Regard- 
less of what their gain may have been, they made a wor- 
thy contribution to humanity. By their efforts, the world 
is being supplied with live stock products of better qual- 
ity, in greater amounts and cheaper. For instance, the 
cow in her native wild state produced only enough milk 
to rear her offspring. Probably 2,000 lbs. annually was 
her capacity for milk production. Now-a-days, many cows 
produce five times as much and not infrequently ten to 
fifteen times that amount. 

After certain characters had been more or less defi- 
nitely fixed and the ability to transmit these characters 
to the offspring with regularity had been demonstrated, 
these animals were classed as pure breds. 

We, the present day breeders, are fortunate indeed 
to have available these efficient animal machines. It is 
our duty to carry on the work of those pioneer breeders 
by further developing and advancing our _ respective 
breeds. 

Advancement calls for a thorough knowledge of the 
breed, careful thought in the selection of sires and records 
of production as a guide in this advance. We owe this 
to those pioneer breeders as well as to those who will take 
up the job where we leave off. 

Let’s not be indifferent nor consider the work of breed- 
ing pure bred cattle too lightly. It is a difficult and re- 
sponsible position.

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666,000 BOYS AND GIRLS 
ENROLLED IN 4-H CLUBS 

Boys and girls in 4-H clubs in 1928 
numbered 47,000 more than’ in the 
year previous, according to advance 
tabulations of county agents’ reports 
by the office of Cooperative Extension 
Work, United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

In 1927, there were 619,712 boys and 
girls enrolled in club work in agricul- 
ture and home economics and 399,107 
of these completed the projects which 
they undertook. The advance figures 
for 1928 indicate an’ enrollment of 
more than 666,000 with 447,000 mem- 
bers completing their work. 

“This substantial increase in en- 
rollment,” says C. W. Warburton, Di- 
rector of Extension Work, “is in line 
with the increases that have been 
made in club enrollment during the 
last several years due to the increas- 
ing interest extension forces are tak- 
ing in club work. It does not repre- 
sent to any great degree the influence 
of the Capper-Ketcham Act; funds 
from that act did not become effective 
for use until well after the time when 
the 1928 clubs were organized and 
were going ahead with the year’s 
program of work.” 

The Capper-Ketcham Act, which was 
passed May 22, 1928, became effective 
July 1, 1928. The act authorizes an 
appropriation of $980,000 annually, of 
which $20,000 goes to each State and 
the territory of Hawaii, for the fur- 
ther development of extension work 
in agriculture and home economics. 
It also provides that the same sum 
and an additional $500,000 appropria- 
tion be divided among the States and 
the Territory of Hawaii each fiscal 
year following. Largely due to these 
additional federal funds, 438 new 
county extension agents have been 
employed since April 1, 1928. 

“With this added _ force of 438 
agents, it will be interesting to watch 
the growth of club work in 1929,” Di- 
rector Warburton declared. “since all 
agricultural and home demonstration 
agents give a part of their time to 
club work, while the county” club 
agents, of whom there are 193, give 
the whole of their time to this line of 
extension activity.” 


27 CALF CLUB MEMBERS RECEIVE 
CERTIFICATES 
Twenty-seven boys and. girls re- 
ceived certificates of membership in 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America during March. These calf 
club members live in sixteen different 
states, as follows: Two each in 
Colorado, Illinois, Michigan, Missouri, 
New Jersey, New York, with one each 
in Iowa, Minnesota, North Dakota, 


Oregon, South Dakota, Texas, Ver- 
mont. Washington and Wisconsin. 


Pennsylvania is represented on the 
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list this month with the largest num- 
ber of new members, six boys and 
girls joining from this state.

Raymondale, her son. A full brother of this bull is at 
the head of the Dudley E. Waters herd in Michigan. Ray- 
mondale Farm were forced to destroy this son of Dixie’s, 
and after considerable searching it was decided to pur- 
chase Brookholm Inka. This purchase turned out to be a 
wise step, for his first three daughters to finish averaged 
at the age of two years and three months 17,600 lbs. of 
milk with an average test of 3.8 fat. 

In the early days of Raymondale Farm, Senator Ray- 
mond did practically all the buying and he made some 
wonderful purchases. From Dr. Harwood he secured some 
fine animals, for Dr. Harwood is one of Canada’s pioneer 
breeders and conducts a farm in the vicinity of Raymon- 
dale at the present time.

improvement can be made in the appearance of an animal 
just by cutting away the heavy growth of hair from the 
face and poll. An attractive way to trim the face is to 
begin at the angle of the nostril and clip up to the corner 
of the eye, then from the base of the ear down to the eye, 
and clean up the face and poll. Then trim out the hair 
from inside the ears, and also a strip along the top of the 
neck, say one or two inches on each side of the middle. 
This gets away from the straggly appearance, but be 
careful not to clip so that your animal looks ewe-necked. 
Many times a tendency to ewe-neck can be eliminated by 
trimming. This gives you a clean-cut view of the head 
and neck, and by leaving the long hairs around the 
muzzle, and also leaving the hair on the cheeks you give 
the impression of a wide full muzzle, and a strong jaw. 
Because bulls commonly have a very shaggy growth on 
the neck we clip them back to the shoulders, instead of 
leaving the cheeks and neck unclipped as we do in cows. 
Care must be exercised in blending at the shoulder so 
that you don’t leave an abrupt line, which makes it look 
as though the neck and shoulders were made separately 
and then stuck together. The tail should be trimmed 
from a few inches above the beginning of the switch to 
the base of the tail, being careful to blend at the base so 
as to carry the idea of a straight rump and lack of coarse- 
ness as far as possible. Cows should have the udder 
clipped, and also enough of the belly to show the milk 
veins. The bellies of heifers may or may not be clipped. 
Leaving them unclipped gives an impression of added 
depth, but clipping shows the veining, and there is some 
question as to which might be the more helpful. At any 
rate the hair should be trimmed away enough so that the 
teat placement is clearly visible. The bellies of bulls 
need not be clipped. 

If your Holsteins have horns jit will be well to spend 
some time getting these balanced up if they need it, 
smoothed up, and polished. A rasp or coarse wood file 
will take the soft, dull outer layers of horn off, and a 
finer file will do to smooth out the nicks left by the rasp. 
The polishing surface is put on with emery cloth or 
carborundum cloth. Almost any metal polish will serve 
for horn polish, a paste containing tripoli powder is ex- 
cellent, electro-silicon works very well, and some of the 
liquid brass polishes have been used with success. Apply 
the paste or polish with the fingers or a small cloth, rub 
in well with a strip of flannel cloth, and then polish with 
a clean strip of flannel. The polish depends upon the 
heat generated with the flannel, provided there was a 
clean hard polishing surface to begin with. Instead of 
spending all of this time polishing horns some herdsmen 
like to paint the horns with shellac. This requires no 
rubbing, but when the shellac is scratched the entire sur- 
face must be removed. Even a simpler polish is becoming 
very popular. When the horns have been smoothed down 
with emery cloth nothing more is done until just as the 
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animal is being led into the show ring, when a fe 
of mineral oil or of olive ‘oil are spread over 
of the horn. This gives a glistening surf 
short distance looks like a high polish.

Headed For The Fair Grounds 

The matter of shipping cattle is very important 
whether there is to be but a single fair or a Series of 
them. If a full string is to be shown at a series of fairs 
it would be advisable to get a freight car and put in 
partitions and a deck, .and keep the same car for the 
entire circuit. If only a few head are to be shown and the 
trip is short a truck might be more satisfactory. If the 
truck is large enough to let the cattle stand crosswise 
they will ride better that way than they would standing 
lengthwise, especially if they are somewhat crowded. By 
tying the larger ones forward, and tying one to the 
right, the next to the left side, and so on, a well balanced 
load will result that will stand the trip much better than 
if the same number of animals were tied into the truck 
head on. 

While the cattle are in freight cars, especially in warm 
weather, it is well to reduce the amount of grain to about 
half, and to induce the cattle to drink plenty of water. 
This may be done by feeding a little extra salt and a 
little extra molasses. Give them good clean hay, and 
don’t feed alfalfa on the cars in hot weather. It is more 
likely to cause scours on the car than any other one thing. 
Get as much air into the cars during hot weather as 
possible, and keep young calves out of drafts at night, 
Carry a supply of water that will let you run from one 
division point to the next, because it is hard to get a 
good train to stop for water between division points. 

Here We Are 

‘The important feature on the show circuit is to prepare 
for the comfort of your herd. If you have a man to leave 
in charge of the car go to the Fair Grounds as soon as 
you reach the railroad yards, instead of waiting for the 
cattle to be switched out there. Find out where your 
stalls are, and have the Forage Department deliver some 
bedding and hay to them at once. Often-times you can 
have the stalls ready to lead the cattle into by the time 
the car reaches the unloading platform. 

You will find that putting down a generous bed when 
you arrive for a week’s stay will be economy in the end. 
A good bed means at least a bale of shavings and a bale 
of straw per double stall. On wash day this can be added 
to as may be necessary. If the cattle have a good bed, 
a feed of good clean hay, and are watered when they come 
off the cars they should rest well, and this is very im- 
portant. Disturb them only when absolutely necessary 
until after they have had a night’s rest—you will probably 
appreciate the rest yourself. 

A Sprint At The Finish 

Intensive work begins the day before showing. The 
cattle should be clipped again a day or two before show- 
ing at any of the big shows. At less important shows the 
herd may go two or even three weeks between clippings. 
Washing marks the beginning of the excitement. Hach 
animal is taken out on the wash rack and while being 
scrubbed the stall is thoroughly cleaned and rebedded so 
that there will be no chance of soiling when she is brought 
back. After the bath she must be covered with a clean 
lining blanket, and then either the regular stable blanket 
or the special “show” blanket put on. If the cattle can 
be washed late in the afternoon they will rest well 
through the night, and be ready to take a real fill on 
show day. d 

Some years ago it was considered customary to braid 
the tails of Holsteins the night before showing, but this 
has been practically discontinued, because the amount 
of work does not seem to be justified by the added fluffing 
of the tail. 

When several herds can combine it is customary to 
“watch the line” through the night. It would not pay to 
sit up all night to watch a few head, but when enough 
help is available so that each man has a watch of two 
hours or less it is considered a good investment of time, 
even though the stains could be washed out early in the 
morning, and almost no effects remain at showing time. 

Limit the water the night before showing, but don't 
try to make milking cows do without water. Classes to 
be shown late the next day should also have some water. 
We feel that cutting down the water to about half of

what the animal normally drinks in the evening is plenty 
of reduction. 
The Great Day Arrives 

Get up early on show day and give the cows a generous 
feed of beet pulp, but about the normal amount of grain, 
adding extra salt here and there as may be needed. Do 
not water, but follow with hay at once. About two hours 
before an animal is to be shown give another generous 
feed, possibly a little extra salt. Follow this with water. 
If you feel that more than three pails of water are needed 
to fill a cow or a bull have some warm water on hand to 
take the chill off from the entire amount. Three pails of 
cold water should be enough to give any animal, at one 
time. If that does not give you the desired fill, and you 
have no warm water fill with beet pulp. Filling with 
beet pulp is safer than filling with water, as there is less 
danger of scouring, and your animal does not have that 
“water-logged” appearance. Whether you get your fill 
with water or with beet pulp try to keep the animal eat- 
ing hay until the class is called. Just as the animal 
leaves for the ring give a gentle brushing or better still 
a rub with a turkish towel moistened with oil and then 
a hand rub. Give the horns a last little polish, be sure 
that the feet are clean, comb and brush out the tail, put 
on the show halter or staff, and we are all set. 

The Battle Is On 

If you will wear a white suit, or at least a clean suit, 
the general appearance of your exhibit will be materially 
improved. If the local rules require you to wear a number 
don’t forget to put it on. Don’t let your animal get too 
excited on the way to the arena or you may not have 
complete control when you want to show your hardest. 

The show is on the minute the judge is in a position 
to get his first view of your animal. Animals show what 
they are at a walk, and there is less chance for expert 
showmen to cover up faults, which is the reason for the 
parade with which most large classes start. If your animal 
shows best at a slow walk slow down when you pass the 
judge, if a fast walk is more to your liking try to arrange 
to have room for a good snappy walk when you pass the 
judge. (If your animal shows defects at a distance you 
can sometimes hide these by getting between your animal 
and the judge. If your animal shows best at a distance 
don’t get between it and the judge.) As you circle keep 
an eye on the conditions in the arena so that when told to 
line up you will know where you want to go. 

Most animals will show to best advantage when the 
front feet are slightly higher than the rear ones, and 
this knowledge may often be put to good use. If your 
animal tends to sink in the back don’t let her get settled 
too comfortably, but keep shifting the weight from one 
foot to the other. Try to keep the cow interested in 
something, and don’t let her hang her head and fall asleep. 
Whether you will want the hind feet side by side or one 
a little ahead of the other depends upon your animal. 
and the position of the judge. Placement of the hind 
legs has a great influence upon the appearance of the 
udder from various angles, and this should be kept in 
mind so that you can visualize the picture the judge is 
getting and move the feet so that it will be the most 
favorable. ‘‘Wing’’ shoulders in cows can sometimes be 
minimized by proper distribution of the weight. You 
must know your animal to show her properly. 

If you are called out to lead the class be careful. That 
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is the most dangerous position to be in, and m 
have been lost by assuming that it 
going to sleep on the job. The man below igs worki 
doubly hard to replace you, so it is necessary to wan 
doubly hard to hold what you have gained. . 

Kven when the ribbons are tied it is not all over be- 
cause the championships still remain, and for those 
animals not eligible for championships there are herds 
and groups to be shown. One glance of the judge when 
your animal is showing some decided weakness may mean 
a severe cut later. f 

When making up herds and groups remember that 
uniformity is more important than ribbons won jn the 
open class. Individual excellence is all-important in the 
single classes, but uniform goodness is more valuable 
in the groups and herds. A get of sire group should show 
that a bull transmits uniform goodness to his offspring 
The get may show four good animals, but no uniformity 
of type, in which case we assume that the dams are more 
important than the sire, and their value as a get is greatly 
reduced. It is in making up the groups that the Teal 
instinct of the showman appears. Some men can walk 
down a show string and tell at a glance what animals 
should be grouped together, while the uninitiated wil] 
want to spend hours arranging and rearranging the pos- 
sible combinations. 

If you don’t understand the placings of the judge he 
will doubtless be glad to explain them if given half a 
chance. His hardest job is to convince himself that he 
is doing right, and when his mind is made up it is merely 
a matter of matching his line of reasoning against yours, 
and the whole showing game resolves itself into a 
proposition of pitting one man’s opinion against that of 
another. If you don’t get what you feel you deserve try 
again next week under a different judge. His ideals may 
conform more closely to yours. If your opinion is not 
substantiated there may be some mistake in your standard 
or ideal, or some prejudice that You may not appreciate, 
and you will want to correct this in order to progress as 
iw breeder.

tion per cow for the entire State from 
183 lbs. in 1920 to 239.2 lbs. in 1927, 
says B. H. Crocheron, director of ¢o- 
operative extension work in Califor- 
nia, in a statement submitted to the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

At the beginning of the effort in 
1920 the California extension service 
set up as a goal, to be reached in 10 
years, a State average production of 
265 lbs. of butterfat per cow. Seven 
years’ concentration on a dairy im- 
provement program, including proper 


feeding, breeding, and culling, has 
brought them well on their way to 
accomplishment of the goal within 


the time set. 

During the seven years the number 
of cows under test in the regularly 
organized cow-testing or dairy-herd- 
improvement associations increased 
from 30,000 to over 70,000. The work 
of these associations is the basis for 
the improvement program. From the 
testing records is derived the infor- 
mation necessary for proper feeding, 
breeding, and the detection of unprof- 
itable animals in the herd. 

Other factors in bringing up the 
average in butterfat production have 
been competitions both in individual 
production and community records, 
efficiency studies of individual herds, 
use of better breeding stock, improve- 
ment of health of herds, provision of 
better facilities for care and manage- 
ment of herds, and the introduction 
of better management methods and 
better stock through the dairy work 
of boys and girls who are members of 
4-H clubs. Only the sustained effort

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Much improvement is noted in the 
monthly reports submitted by the 92 
Michigan cow testers covering their 
activities for the month of March. 
Charles Weeks, tester in the Genesee- 
Otisville D. H. I. A., submitted the fol- 
lowing story: 

“Several dairymen in this area us- 
ing milking machines claimed _ that 
they did not need to strip their cows 
because the machines milked drv 
enough. Recently I weighed 15 Ibs. 
of strippings per day from a herd oft 
13 cows which had been machine 
milked. This amount of milk is quite 
low for that number of cows. I test- 
ed a sample of these strippings and 
found it to contain 8.6% butterfat. 
Using the 15 pounds as an average, 
it would amount to 465 pounds milk 
for a month containing 40 pounds but- 
terfat. 

“The price of 8.6% milk in 
cality would be $4.98 
Therefore the strippings 
herd of 13 cows would 
$23.16 a month. Moral: 
Cows.”

This story will give the dairyman a 
glimpse of some of the things that are 
constantly happening in any testing 
association. ‘ow testers are book- 
keepers and cow efficiency experts 
who obtain information relative to the 
dairyman’s business. Through this 
information improvement’ results to 
the dairyman, and greater profits ac- 
cumulate. 

More than 180 cows were found to 
be unprofitable as milk producers. 
These cows were sold out of the 2,400 
Michigan herds tested during March. 

The Detroit Creamery herd, Ma- 
comb County D. H. I. A., owned the 
cow producing the highest amount of 
milk and butterfat during the month. 
This cow, a mature purebred Holstein, 
retested. produced 2,476 pounds milk 
and 106.5 pounds’ butterfat. John 
Dreffs was the tester. 

The owner of the high herd for the 
state during the month of March was 
Doan Straub, member of the Berrien 
Association. This herd of ten pure- 
bred and grade Holsteins produced 
1,618 pounds milk and 21.78 pounds 
butterfat as an average. 

The Allegan-Central D. H. I. A. had 
the highest association average for 
the month. The 335 cows (28 dry) in 
this association, tested by Ne’l Hop- 
kins, averaged 33.08 pounds butterfat.

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Jim Hays Analyzes His Herd Test Results 


My analysis of the first year in 
Herd Improvement Registry for my 
small herd brings out some facts of 
interest to me. These may be, also, 
of interest to World readers. 

Supt. Norton did not report a herd 
average. Figuring such on the plan, 
I understand is to be followed, | find 
the following: 

11.47 cows averaged 10.158 — Ibs. 
milk, 355.5 Ibs. fat. (See Table 1). 

My first thought was “how does 
this average compare with the aver- 
age set by the D. H. I. A.?” For the 
herd records were obtained in my 


case by the same tester who functions 


in our local C. T. A. His D. H. IL. A. 
average for the calendar year was 
11.5 cows, 10,119 lbs. milk, 345.9 Ibs. 
fat. This  difference—only about 
2.5%-—is readily understood when we 


remember that the tester figures the 
production for calendar months 
whereas Supt.- Norton centers each 
test. If the tester came somewhat 
irregularly, Mr. Norton’s method 
might give a period of 20 days fol- 
lowed by one of 40. Again, the sys- 


tem of figuring credits differ some 
with respect to the time between 
freshening and the first test, and 
when drying up. 

An analysis of each cow’s produc- 
tion in H. f. R.: and in D. H. I. A. 
showed that some exceeded in one, 
some in the other. (See Table no. 2) 

A somewhat sad reflection is that 


this H. I. R. average is the bummest 
of the six years is which my herd 
has been tested in D. H. I. A. Behold 
Table Ill! Does this not speak loudly 
that a man should keep his herd in 
constant test that he will be in 
line for the good years? We all 
know that with the same care cows 
will vary for many reasons in pro- 
duction year by year. I have plenty 
of reasons—not alibis--which explain 
the punk performance of the 1928 
H. I. R. But I will spare the readers! 

And, then, in 
good for the 
may crack through with a_ good 
record. Viz., Maid with 519 Ibs. fat 
and the three-year-old, Pet, with 405 
Ibs. fat. Can we not truly say that 
when a cow busts out with a real 
record during an adverse herd year, 
she is particularly good? Now, if | 
had kept my herd out in 1928—and 
believe me I forsaw a lean year—lI 
would not have set up these two good 
records. This pair of records alone 
pays big for the slight extra cost of 
doing H. I. R. compared with D. H. I. 
A. I would have been in D. H. I. A. 
anyway for no dairyman can hobble 
along without the benefits of D. H. I. 
A.! 

It interesting to compare the 
year by year records of a cow. Take 
my “Gift” cow who as a two-year-old 
ran up 401 Ibs. fat, batted out 543 Ibs. 
fat a three-year-old, and limped 
through last year’s H. I. R. with only 
304 lbs. fat! Or “Ona” with three 
consecutive years, 421, 407 and 432 
Quite steady, eh? And poor. old 
Colantha 11 years of age and reduced 
to 2% cylinders, only 385 Ibs. fat. 
whilst the preceding year she sprinted 
through with 509 Ibs. ‘Memo,’ 567

If H. I. R. records are to be com- 
mercial records, then in view of a 


cow's aptitude to flop around in year- 


ly tat average, a herd owner should 
surely expose his cows each year to 
the test. It stands to reason that no 


year’s work will be a total loss, each 
year some cow will have a big year! 
And the joy that comes in whittling 
off a tail-ender! I boloneyized a cow 
that I bought for $200 after she 
flashed out in five months. She should 
truly have yielded lemonade instead 
of milk! Couple more better step on 
it or the “hot dogs” will get ’em. 
Culling pure breds builds up pride in 
the business—H. I. R. urges culling! 

After studying the actual results of 
the first year of H. Il. R. in my “one- 
horse” herd, | am still enthused over 
the practicability of testing a herd to 


cull out the bum pure breds, and at 
the same time to set up a commer- 
cialized record on individuals. But

More than 100 Berrien County dairy 
folks assembled in the Emmanuel 
Missionary College gymnasium Thurs- 
day evening April 4, to witness the 
presentation of a silver loving cup 
for the high butter-fat producing herd 
owned among the herd improvement 
association members of Berrien Coun- 
ty. Doan Straub of Galien was 
awarded the cup. Mr. Straub is a 
breeder of purebred Holsteins and 
his herd of 9.4 cows averaged 14,679 
pounds milk and 563.8 pounds butter- 
fat. The average test was 3.84%. 
The herd was retested three times 
during the year and during seven 
months the herd received high herd 
honors in the association. Three 
times a day milking: was practiced 
for some months with the heaviest pro- 
ducing cows. O. O. Dunham, breeder 
of purebred Guernseys and winner in 
1928 was runner-up for the cup in 
1929. 

Berrien ‘County dairymen have been 
making’ rapid strides in improving 
their dairy business. For many years 
one or more testing associations have 
been operating in the county. Dairy 
leaders such as Adolph Knott, F. 
Knott, Frank Thompson, Warren 
Toney & Sons, R. Sebasty, Frank 
Becker, Emmanuel Missionary Col- 
lege and others have accomplished 
much by fostering these organiza- 
tions. 

In 1925 the North Berrien Ass’n 
averaged 294 pounds butter-fat; in 
1926, 330 lbs; in 1927, 356 lbs; and 
for 1928, 363 lbs.

COMMERCE COMMISSION RULES 
IN FAVOR OF PURE 
BRED BREEDERS 

Railroad tariffs provide a table set- 
ting forth what is termed “basic” 
value of different kinds of special 
value livestock. When animals chief- 
ly valuable for breeding, racing, show 
purposes or other special uses, of 
values higher than these “basic” 
values, are shipped, an extra charge is 
made in the freight. This extra charge 
is based on the percentage by which 
the value of the animals shipped ex- 
ceeds the “basic” value. 

Under the old rule, the tariffs pro- 
vided that a carload of fancy live- 
stock of mixed kinds should be 
charged on the basis of the carload 
rate applicable on the highest valued 
animal or group of animals in the 
car. 

The Commission found the above 
rule unreasonable and decided that 
the additional charge for transporta- 
tion of special value livestock should 
depend upon the difference between 
the aggregate value of all the animals 
shipped and the aggregate “basic” 
value of the same number and kind 
of livestock. 

If a carload happened to contain 
one animal of exceptional value of 
one kind, under the old rule the 
freight rate was computed as though 
all the animals shipped were of that 
high value; whereas, under the new 
rule the rate is determined by taking 
into consideration the actual value of 
all the animals. 

The additional charge for excess 
value actually collected on the ship- 
ment in question, which moved from 
Everett, [Illinois to Grants Pass, 
Oregon, amounted to $171.62. Under 
the new formula, the additional charge 
on such a carload of livestock would 
be only $51.49.

USES OF CORNSTALKS STUDIED 
IN CORN BORER PROGRAM 
One of the angles of the corn-borer 

clean-up campaign problems is the 

disposal of infested corn-plant mate- 
rial. While some of this can be 
shredded and used for stock feed and 
is of value to the farmer as fertilizer, 
various industrial uses are also be- 
ing sought for cornstalks. The Bu- 

Treau of Chemistry and Soils of the 

United States Department of Agri- 

culture contributes to the 1929 pro- 

gram of research on corn-borer prob- 
lems a survey and evaluation of the 
more promising uses of cornstalks. 

Especial attention is being given to 

those uses that have been seldom 

tried. 

It is proposed to look into the pos- 
sibility of utilizing cornstalks for 
fuel, perhaps in the form of briquets 
or perhaps in the form of gas and 
carbon, after the destructive distilla- 
tion of the cornstalks. In that part 
of the Corn Belt where the cost of 
fuel is high it may be possible to 
develop such uses for the cornstalks. 
This study also will take into con- 
sideration the present commercial 
Studies and efforts on the utilization 
of cornstalks in making paper, cellu- 
lose, and building and _ insulation 
boards. The bureau will welcome 
any suggestions as to other ways of 


utilizing large quantities of corn- 
Stalks.
